months 
there had been rumors that the Cor­ 
nell Watch factory would locate in the 
West End, but there was no positve 
proof of this fact, though Judge 
l'en- 
well and the other officials of the B. 


L. 
T. 
I. Association were 
working 
hard to get them to locate there, 
and 
one bright day the business was settled. 


The Cornell Watch Co. would build a 
large factory just north of Runimels- 
burg's ranch and bring between two 
and three hundred 
employees 
from
